Begging Letters 
Out of India 
Still Circulating 

Some time ago, we told In one of 
our columns, how people in India 
were flooding the country with letters 
which at best, were of the poorly- 
camouflaged begging type. The infor¬ 
mation given at that time was sup¬ 
plied by the Family Herald. 

Recently we received from Mr. T. 
Geo. Wood, in Japan, some first hand 
evidence of the wide spread nature of 
this enterprise. 

Mr. Wood enclosed the original 
clipping from the Recorder in which 
he was first informed of this situa¬ 
tion. In this way. he was prepared 
for the letter which he received 
shortly after and which appears be¬ 
low:

No doubt you will be surprised to 
get a letter from me. I have seen 
your name and address in the Family 
Herald. I have decided to write to 
you hoping that you will be interest¬ 
ed to hear from a pal in India. 

I am the daughter of a Christian 
Mission teacher and my husband also 
comes from a clergy family. The 
most happy thing is that we both 
love Jesus Christ who is our Saviour. 

My husband is a Lecturer In Edu¬ 
cation. He takes keen interest in 
Church Ministry and helps Gospel 
propoganda. He likes to corresond 
with Ministers and Godly people in 
your parts. Therefore, please send 
me the addresses of some such 
people for which we will be thankful. 

There are many poor Christian wo¬ 
men, widows and orphan girls in our 
locality. They are Suffering for food 
and clothing. The women and widows 
of these families prepare hand made 
lace goods to earn their livlihood. 
Most of them are illiterates and are 
badly in need of help. In the course 
of our Christian Ministry we have 
found out that these poor women 
Cannot live without a Sale for their 
lace goods. They prepare Doyleys, 
Teacloths, Traycloths, Luncheon Sets 
Tuble Cloths, Collars and many other 
Such lovely things. 

I am enclosing one doyley in this 
letter as a Sample. Please accept this 
as a Souvenir. Therefore I shall be 
glad if you would Kindly do a Chris¬ 
tian Service by Selling a few of the 
lace goods of these women. I shall 
be glad to Send you a Small packet 
of the goods on hearing from you. 

Another thing is they prepare 
Cakes with Coconut. With the good 
hope that you will be a Sympathetic 
helper for the poor Christian women 
of India, 1 have Sent a packet of 
Coconut Cakes to your address, please 
take that, eat the Cakes and Send 
them whatever financial help you 
can give for their needs. Or give a 
piece to your friends And ask Some¬ 
thing for the poor women in the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
please Send your help in a Registered 
letter to my address. Thus you will 
do a great Christian Service for the 
Sake of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

I really hope that you will reply 
soon and help in this Christian Cause. 
Please write In Air Mail.
